flutter. Could it be NZ? Not until much later. Per EiBi it’s CRI in 
Spanish to S Europe at 21-23, also Mandarin at 20-21 from site s - 
which means Shijiazhuang 723 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. 21530, May 21 at 2204, JBA carrier, second only to 21490 at 
S4/S6; per EiBi CNR1 jamming and SOH do not start until 2300, but 
surely do.

100.1 at 2337, bit of Spanish vs 99.9 local LPFM. Based solely on PTA 
= probable target area, of the 20 XH`s on 100.1, the only one in Camp 
or Yuc is XHYU-FM, 7.5/7.5 kW in Mérida. 1893/1176 


100.3 at 2337, a sign of Spanish. 2357 ad in Spanish, or rather PSA 
from Secretaria de Salud, ad for Hot Sale, promo for program at 4 pm; 
address in 24039 codigo postal, Campeche, XHMI 100.3 ID; 2359 TC, Son 
las 6``. XHMI-FM 100.3 in San Francisco de Campeche, Camp, 39.8/39.8 
kW. 1974/1227 


97.3 at 2347, Spanish music, talk, 5:49 TC at 2349; 2351 R. Formula 
ID; 2353 vote for PAN ad; 2355 Campeche ad, promo program at 8 am and 
17 pm; ``Radio Formula Campeche 97.3 FM``. Slogan ID again at 0009. 
This is XHRAC-FM, also in San Francisco de Campeche, 25/25 kW.
